Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of tine following informalities: The 
Specification begins with references to Claims 1 and 12. The Specification must not 
refer in detail to the claims.

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the period between the 
second and third sentences should be removed and the two partial sentences should be 
combined in a reasonably readable form. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 1-15 contain, either directly or indirectly, 
parenthetical limitations which cause claim scope to be unclear. Claim 1 is not clearly 
written, e.g., at line 1 "particularly" causes the scope of the claim to be vague with 
respect to either "workpieces" or "coated workpieces". The "welding point" is not clearly 
described in the method with respect to movement of the workpieces. All claims must 
be reviewed for clear descriptions of the process and/or apparatus features. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US20020130111A1 to Menin in viewof JP10156566A. 

Menin discloses laser welding overlapped sheets and a device used for the 
process. Menin discloses a force sensor. Menin disclose "vapours of protective 
material which are generating during welding can escape through said gap". 

JP10156566A describes (Abstract) setting the joint clearance to a prescribed 
value or over, and returning the joint clearance to zero. 

The instant claimed relative movement between the workpieces and control 
thereof would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art because such control provides the desired joint dimension 
upon solidification. A rough-edge material spaced gap would have been obvious at the 
time applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because 
the imperfect gap is permeable to escaping vapors. The instant claimed gap size would 
have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a person having 
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ordinary sl<ill in the art depending on the particular materials and tooling used in the 
welding process. The action of restoring forces is a material property which varies with 
different workpieces. Menin describe [0016] a variety of sensors and the use of multiple 
sensors would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made to a 
person having ordinary skill in the art because they provide better control of the 
process. 

Conclusion
